DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

1. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , "by a first respectively second actuation force" is not understood. 
Claims 2-26 inherit the defect in their parent claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Grenier. 

Grenier in fig. 13 discloses adjacent broad and narrow contact housing 
areas at 70.8 and 70.9. 

4. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Merlin Gerin 
(EP0042778), cited on applicant's IDS. 

Merlin Gerin in fig. 6 discloses adjacent broad and narrow contact housing areas 
at 14 and 12.
